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-  A  DAY  IN  COURT  ~ 
PROTECTION  OF  SOURCES 


KPFA  won  an  important  court  de- 
cision March  28  in  a  case  involving  a 
reporter's  right  to  protect  news 
sources.  The  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Alameda  County  Superior  Court, 
Spurgeon  Avakian,  ruled  that  he 
would  not  hold  KPFA's  general  man- 
ager Roger  Pritchard  and  former  news 
director  Paul  Fischer  in  contempt  of 
court  for  their  refusal  to  answer  ques- 
tions put  to  them  by  the  Alameda 
County  grand  jury  investigating  the 
murder  of  Oakland  School  Superin- 
tendent Marcus  Foster. 

Paul  and  Roger  were  subpoenaed 
by  the  District  Attorney  to  answer 
questions  before  the  grand  jury  about 
the  receipt  by  the  station  of  Com- 
munique No.  1  from  the  Symbionese 
Liberation  Army  that  claimed  credit 
for  the  murder  of  Dr.  Foster. 

The  Court  ruled  that  a  newsperson 
cannot  be  compelled  to  testify  about 
the  receipt  or  source  of  news  unless 
the  reporter  has  incorporated  the  in- 
formation in  a  news  story  presented 
to  his  or  her  audience.   In  that  case, 
testimony  will  be  limited  to  the 
information  broadcast  or 
printed. 

There  were  several  important  as- 
pects to  the  case.   KPFA's  attorneys, 
Doron  Weinberg  and  Peter  Franck, 
argued  that  under  California  law  a  re- 
porter can  not  be  compelled  to  testi- 
fy in  any  way  in  relation  to  his/her 
news  information  or  sources.  They 
also  argued  that  even  if  the  privilege 
was  not  viewed  by  the  court  as  abso- 
lute, unless  the  State  can  support  an 
argument  of  'compelling  need'  for 
his  or  her  testimony,  a  reporter  has  a 
right  to  protect  all  information  that 
is  received.   Law  entorcement  agen- 
cies do  not  have  the  authority  to  com- 
pel a  reporter  to  give  testimony  that 
might  intrude  upon  his  or  her  right  to 
protect  sources-a  relationship  simi- 
lar to  that  of  doctor  to  patient,  priest 
to  confessor,  or  lawyer  to  client. 

This  case  was  one  of  the  first  to 
come  up  under  the  amended  Californ- 
ia Evidence  Code  section  1070,  the 
legislation  that  prohibits  the  courts 
from  holding  a  newsperson  in  con- 
tempt of  court  for  refusing  to  disclose 
his/her  sources.  The  case  took  the 
first  steps  toward  a  real  definition  of 
'protection  of  sources.'   KPFA's  at- 
torneys argued  that  protecting  a 
source  goes  beyond  actually  revealing 
the  name  of  the  source  to  a  judicial 
body,  and  protects  the  reporter's  right 
not  to  testify  to  anything  that  might

directly  or  indirectly  lead  to  the 
source.   Attorney  Doron  Weinberg 
submitted  that  the  reporter  can,  by 
his  testimony  as  to  place,  manner  and 
time,  lead  to  the  disclosure  of  his 
sources.    For  example,  the  grand  jury 
might  ask  a  reporter  to  say  at  what 
time  and  in  what  manner  he  received 
information,  without  asking  him  to 
name  the  informant.  The  reporter  re- 
plies that  the  information  was  in  a  let- 
ter slipped  under  his  door  at  10:00  am 
on  a  certain  date.   The  next  witness 
called  is  a  police  officer  who  had  the 
reporter's  office  under  surveillance 
during  that  time  and  he  testifies  to 
the  name  of  the  person  he  saw  enter 
the  building  at  10:00  am. 

KPFA  News  Director  Paul  Fischer 
also  argued  the  constitutionality  of 
his  refusal  to  testify  when  he  told  the 
grand  jury :    The  reporter's  responsi- 
bility is  to  the  public,  and  to  ensure 
the  free  flow  of  information  to  the 
public.    This  role  is  recognized  by  the 
framers  of  the  constitution ,  who 
realized  that  a  free  press  is  an  essen- 
tial component  of  a  democracy,  and 
that  any  attempt  to  diminish  the  free- 
dom of  the  press  in  any  manner,  does 
violence  to  the  public  good.    If  a  re- 
porter can  be  forced  to  appear  before 
a  court  proceeding  to  give  evidence- 
no  matter  how  innocuous  that  evi- 
dence might  be- it  calls  into  question 
the  reporter's  credibility  with  sources, 
and  ultimately  the  ability  of  the  press 
as  a  whole  to  uncover  information, 
which  otherwise  might  never  see  the 
light  of  day.    This  is  doubly  true  in 
the  case  of  a  grand  jury  proceeding, 
where  a  reporter  is  taken  behind 
closed  doors  to  testify  in  secret,  with 
no  public  record  as  to  what  was  said 
or  not  said. 


The  delicacy,  precariousness  and 
the  impact  of  the  reporter's  role  in 
society  is  much  debated  in  the  pre- 
sent climate  of  affairs  and  such  de- 
bate is  necessary.   But  the  constitu- 
tional role  of  the  reporter  is  clear- 
clear  enough,  so  that  the  California 
state  legislature  has  gone  on  record, 
recognizing  the  so-called  "reporter's 
privilege"— not  because  reporters  are 
better  than  anyone  else,  but  because 
of  their  duties  to  society.   It  is  no  ac- 
cident, therefore,  that  section  1070 
of  the  state  evidence  code  says  the 
following:   "A  reporter.  .  .  cannot  be 
adjudged  in  contempt,  by  a  judicial, 
legislative,  administrative  body,  or 
any  body  having  the  power  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  refusing  to  disclose  the 
source  of  any  information  procured, 
while  so  connected  or  employed. " 
For  the  reasons  I  have  stated,  I  re- 
spectfully decline  to  appear  before  a 
grand  jury  proceeding. 

KPFA  further  argued  that,  even  if 
a  reporter  does  testify  before  the 
grand  jury  only  to  matters  that  he  has 
made  public,  if  he  only  repeats  verba- 
tim the  story  he  read  on  the  air  or 
printed  in  the  newspaper,  there  is 
still  a  chilling  effect  on  the  freedom 
of  the  press.   Because  the  reporter's 
testimony  is  secret,  informants  can 
never  be  sure  the  reporter  has  not 
gone  further  than  repeating  public 
knowledge.   KPFA's  attorney  argued, 
and  Presiding  Judge  Avakian  agreed, 
that,  in  such  cases,  the  reporter's  test- 
imony should  be  made  public  as  soon 
as  indictments  have  been  handed 
down  and  defendants  have  been  ar- 
rested. 

All  these  issues  are  new  ground  in 
California  courts,  and  the  KPFA  case 
may  not  stand  up  for  every  reporter 
in  every  case,  nor  for  KPFA  in  future 
cases.   However,  the  path  for  report- 
ers before  judicial  bodies,  at  least  for 
the  moment,  is  a  good  deal  less 
ominous. 

Your  support  as  KPFA  subscribers 
has  made  it  financially  possible  for  us 
to  take  the  case  to  court.
